The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is claims 4-6 and 10-1 1 are drawn to a method for treating a 
keratoconjuctival disorder comprising administering a compound selected from the 
group consisting of (i) 5-[4-[[3-methyl-4-oxo-3,4-dihydro-2-quinazolinyl] methoxy] 
phenylmethyl] thiazolidine-2,4-dione or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, and 
(ii) N-[(4-methoxyphenoxy)carbonyl]-N-[[4-[2-(5-methyl-2-phenyl-4-oxazolyl) 
ehtoxy]phenyl]methyl] glycine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. The closet 
prior art is Lohray et al (US 5,885,997 and US 6,372,750 B2), which discloses 
compounds, which are similar to those of the instant invention such as azolidinedione 
derivatives useful for the treatment of diabetic complications and for the treatment of 
Insulin resistance associated with obesity and psoriasis. However there is no teaching 
or suggestions in the prior art for the treatment of keratoconjunctival disorders for the 
claimed compounds of the instant case.
